GOTHAM RAISES ALMOST A MILLION. 


The World’s Fair Has a Mild Sort of a 
Boom in Manhattan. 

New York, Oct. 28.— [Special.] There was 
a mild sort of boom in the New York World's 
Fair subscriptions today; they amounted for 
the day to 8285,000 and the total amount 
actually subscribed is now a little short of 
$944,000. The subscriptions are not coming, 
however, with the rapidity that was predict- 
ed by the boomers, who fixed five days us the 
limit for raising the proposed $5,000,000. 
Four of these five week days have 
already passed and the money act- 
ually subscribed is less than $1,000,000. This 
is disappointifig to the New Yorkers. Jo- 
seph W. Harper of Harper Bros. today add- 
ed his name to the list ot those who-refused 
to subscribe because Central Park is to be 
encroached upon. The book .sent to the 
Equitable Trust company was returned today 
without explanation, but it is attributed to 
the fact that a portion of Central Park is in- 
closed in the proposed site. 


A PENNSYLVANIA TRAIN DERAILED, 


Several Persons Badiy Injured at Rahway, 
7 N. ¥.—A Runaway Can 
New York, Oct. 28.—[Special.|—A broken 
axle caused a fast train on the Pennsylvania 
railroaa to jump the track at Main street, 
Rahway, N. J., at 9:30 o’clock tonight. The 
accident occurred within 100 feet of the 
scene of the derailment of an express train 
two weeks ago, and, as in the former in- 
stance, many people waiting at the gates or 
at the depot witnessed the disaster. This 
time, however, some of the lookers-on were 
seriousiy hurt, and two of them will die. 
These are the badly wounded: 
ANDREW DUNN, gateman. 
PATRICK BROWN, a resident. 
Herbert ELLis of the Rahway Advocate, 
Andrew Dunn, the gateman, was standing 
beside his tittle box house, which was struck 


vy a car that was hurled from the derailed 


train. Dunn was crushed under the wreck- 


age and so badly injured that he cannot live. 


Patrick Brown, who was waiting to get 
across the track, was injured in the same 
way, as was Herbert Ellis, a young man con- 
nected with the Rahway Advocate. Several 
other persons were hurt more or less severely, 


but they were taken home auring the height 


of the excitement, and their names could 
not be ascertained tonight. : 

One of the heavy refrigerator cars in 
which Armour’s packing products are car- 
ried left the track at an angie and ran with 
almost undiminished speed into the frame 
residence of John Weldon, which stands, or 
rather stood, at some distance from the 


road. Mr. Weldon and his wife and daugh- 


ter were iu the parlor at the time, and had a 
remarkable escape from death. 

The car demolished one side of the house, 
hurling the timber and plaster over the fam- 
ily, and came to a stop within reach of tne 
outstretched hand of any member of the ter- 
rified household. 


AN IMPORTANT CASE ADJUDICATED, | 


The United States Supreme Court Settles a 
Question as to Texas Lands. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 28.— The Supreme 
Court of the United States today rendered 
an opinion in the case of Robert F. Campbell, 
plaintiff in error, vs. Samuel H. Wade, in 
error to the Supreme Court of the Stateof 
Texas. An act of the State of Texas, passed 
in 1879, provided for the sale of lands within 
what Was known as the Pacific Raiiway Res- 
ervation at the rate of 50 cents per acre. Be- 
fore the money could be paid for the lar ds it 
was necessary to make application for a sur- 
vey of the lands and have the survey 
certified to the State Land Commissioner. 
Campbell, in 1882, made application for 
a survey, paid the necessary fees, and de- 
manded a survey of 115,000 acres in El Paso 
County, which he intended to purchase. Be- 
fore the time for the making of the survey 
had elapsed the State withdrew the lands 
from saie, and; the surveyor thereupon re- 
fused to make the survey. It was contended 
by Campbell that by his application for the 
survey he had acquired a vested interest in 
the lancs he desired to purchase which could 
not be impaired by the subsequent witadraw- 
al from sale. The case turned upon this 
point, and the Supreme Courtof Texas de- 
cided against Campbell. This court affirms 
that judgment. 

In the opinion of Justice Field he says 
Campbell’s position is clearly untenable, The 
application was only one of different steps, 
ali of which were to be performed before the 
applicant could acquire any right against the 
State. The State was under no obligation to 
continue the law in force because of the ap- 
plication of any one to purchase. 

A motion was made in the court to advance 
the case of Cunningham, Sheriff, against 
Nagle. This case arises out of the sensacional 
tragedy which resulted in the shooting of 
Terry in California by Deputy Marshal 
Nagle while protecting Justice Fieia from 
assault. 


BELOIT COLLEGE’S NEW ACADEMY. 


J. w. Scoville of Oak Park, III., the Donor, 
Lays the Corner-Stone. 

Be.orr, Wis., Oct. 28.—[Special.]—The 
corner-stone of the new academy building 
of Beloit College—to be known as Scoville 
Hall and a present from J. W. ‘Scoville of 
Oak Park, III.— was laid this afternoon in the 
presence of a large crowd by the donor.

DIED BY HIS OWN HAND. 


OLIVER GARRISON SHOOTS HIMSELF 
| THROUGH THE HEAD. 


While Suffering from a Painful Disease the St. 
Louis Multi-Millionaire Enters a Public 
Park aod Puts a Ballet Through His 
Braln— Htstory of a Varied and Success- 
fal Career— Rumors Regarding Recent 
Reverses in Business—Detalls of the 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 28.—[Special. |—Oliver 
Garrison, the most illustrious representative 
of the famous family, committed suicide at 3 
o'clock this afternoon by shooting himself 
through the head. The tragedy occurred on 
a bench m Forest Park, and though the re- 
port of the pistol was heard it excited no 
curiosity. 

Mr, Garrison was one of the noted Garri- 
son brothers, of whom Commodore Garrison 
is best remembered. Oliver Garrison was 79 
years of age, and for fifty years his name 


has been identified with the development of 


transportation in the West. He retired 
from active business many yearsago. During 
the last two years he has been afflicted with 
a kidney disorder that at times drove him to 
the verge of insanity. When he left home 
today he complained of his old trouble. He 
took a cable car to the park, and the belief of 
his relatives is that the acute pain precip- 
itated insanity and he shot himself. The ball 
entered the right side of the head and made 
its exit on the left side above the frontal 
bone. 

Isaac Miller, a colored man, discovered the 
body while it was yet warm. At the Forest 
Park Police Station its identity was estab- 
lished, and the remains were taken to the 
morgue. The Garrison family expressed 
great indignation over the transfer to the 
morgue, and soon had the remains conveyed 
to the Garrison mansion on Pine street. 

Oliver Garrison was born at Garrison’s 
Landing. N. V., in 1810. His fatber, Capt. 
Oliver Garrison, owned the first line of 
packets that plied. between New York and 
West Point. His brother, D. R. Garrison, 
came to St. Louis in 1835 and built the first 
steamboat that made regular trips between 
St. Louis and New Orleans. They remained 


in the Mississippi steamboat business until 


1848. when the California fever did its work 
and they joined their brother, the Commo- 
dore, in San Francisco. They engaged in 
railroad and steamship business and made 


money idly. 
2 1 7 MILLIONAIRE. | 


Oliver Garrison returned to St. Louis in 
1855 a millionaire and ready to retire from 
business. He was elected President of the 
Mechanics’ Bank and served in that capacity 
twenty-two years. In 1857 Mr. Garrison 
completed the construction of the Ohio & 
Mississippi railway into St. Louis. He and 
his brothers also built the Missouri Pacific 
line from St. Louis to Kansas City. In 1870 


Mr. Garrison went into the ore and steel 


business in Carondelet and constructed the 
great Jupiter furnace. This plant was de- 
signed to handle the ore from the celebrated 
Iron Mountain and Pilot Knob. It was sup 
posed the iron ore body in these mountains was 
inexhaustibie, but the great steel plant 
proved a losing venture. The ore became 
exhausted several years ago, but the true 
condition of affairs was kept concealed, and 
it was not until today that the public learned 
of the disaster that had overtaken the St. 
Louis Ore & Steel company and the Vulcan 
Iron Works. The concerns had been in the 
hands of a receiver for four years, but it 
was given out that the Carondelet plant, em- 
ploying 2,000 men, would start up this fall, as 
a new ore body had been discovered in Pilot 
Knob, and everything pointed to a termina- 
tion of Receiver Hitchcock's administration. 

Today it was learned that Pilot Knob is ex- 
hausted, and this means the destruction of 
the Vulcan lron Works and the Jupiter Fur- 
nace. Under the cover of secrecy the ma- 
chinéry has been transferred across tte river 
into Illinois to the coal mines of the company 
around Murphysboro and Grand Tower. Mr. 
Garrison’s friends scout the theory that the 
failure of the Jupiver Furnace company is re- 
sponsible for the shooting. 

“Why,” said Mr. D. K. Furguson, Presi- 
dent of the Mechanics’ Bank, Mr. Garrison 
was wealthy, and his investment in the fur- 
nace company, if wiped out entirely. would 
not seriously cripple him. The four owners 
of the company are Oliver Garrison, D, R. 
Garrison, Oliver Hart, and Charles P. Chou- 
teau. I believe Mr. Garrison’s death is due 
to brain trouble. He retired from the Presi- 
aency of this bank ten years ago.“ 

Mr. Garrison has three brothers living—D. 
R. Garrison of this city, J. R. Garrison of 
Boston, and Abraham Garrison of Pittsburg. 
He leaves two sons. 

HIS EXECUTIVE ABILITY. 

An intimate friend of the family said to- 
night: “Mr. Garrison’s great executive abili- 
ty was shown as receiver ot the Missouri Pa- 
cific. He brought the road rapidly forward 
to a paying basis, and when he and his 
brother, Commodore C. K. Garrison, sold to 
Jay Gould the property was in first-class 
financial condition.’ I want tosay that the 
-talk about the Jupiter Furnaceis allrot. It 
was bought and paid for, and was never in 
the hands of a receiver. It has been shut 
down for several years, and is not a paying 
investment, but the men who own it are im- 
mensely wealthy and it never troubled them,” 

Since his retirement from the Presidency 
of the Mechanics’ Bank in 1879 Mr. Garrison, 
while having his money invested in many 
enterprises, has not been engaged in any act- 
ive business. For many years he was a large 
stockholder and director in the Vulcan Iron- 


Works, of which he was also for some. 


years President, and of which his son 
Oliver L. was Secretary. Mr. Garrison ais- 
posea of his interest in the Vulcan some ten 
years ago, but his son ‘is still Secretary of 
the st. Louis [ron and Steel company, of whica 
the Vulcan is a part. He also owns the Rich 
Hili Water-Works at Rich Hill, Mo., and has 
besides those two interests a large fortune 
invested in many different securities. He 
was a sbrewd investor, and his asso- 
Ciates of years in business life state 
that there can be no doubt of the 
sterling nature of the securities in which 
he has placed his money. It was also stated 
that there could be no reliable estimate made 
as to the amount of his estate, as he was a 
man not inclined to talk of his affairs, and, 
while undoubtedly a wealthy man, would 
never have attempted any display or given 
any statement of his actual wealtn.

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DESTITUTION IN THE TWO DAKoTas, | 


A Cireular Issued by the St. Paul Relief 
Committee Explaining the situation. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Oct. 28.—[Special. |—The 
Joint Relief Committee of the St. Paul 
Chamber of Commerce and Jobbers’ Union 
met this morning and organized for the re- 
lief of the Dakota sufferers. It was aecided 
to forward clothing, food, and fuel as soon 
as possible and leave to the State the care of 
the stock. All the churches will be called 
upon to make contributions of money as 
well as of clothing, and some day in tne near 
future vans will traverse the principal 
streets and make a house to house collection 
for the benefit of the sufferers. In its re- 
port the committee says: | 

“An inadequate idea of the extent of the 
distress prevaiis, but sufficientis known to 
warrant the statement that itis simply ap- 
palling. Over20,000 people are reduced to 
tne last stage of destitution, lacking even the 
commonest necessaries of life. Food cannot 
be obtained at any price, and even if it were 
purchasavle there is no money wherewith to 
buy it. Suitable clothing is an unheard of 
luxury, and thousands of distressed settlers 
Ba ve to face the rigors of a severe winter so 
scantily supphed in this respect, that any 
garment would be welcome. When it is 
borne in mind that these people are many of 
them pioneers from the more thickly settled 
districts of this and other States—people 
possessed of that independence which is the 
pride of every American, and who wovld 
scorn to seek relief unless compelled by the 
direst necessity—something of the keenness 
of their distress may,perhaps be appreciated, 
For the present the comm:ttee will concen- 
trate all its efforts to the relief of sufferers in 
North Dakota. In South Dakota there are 
upwards of 1,000 families destitute, but as 
they are surrounded by populous centers it is 
thought they can be taken care of nearer 
home.“ ö 

Heury Marvin, Chairman of the Relief 
Committee, said: “Letters have been re- 
ceived from both North and South Dakota 
more than confirming the repor™§ of distress 
previously sent in. In South skota there 
are three counties in which th are many 
families entirely destitute. country 
is along the line of the Northwestern rail- 
road, and the company has been requested 
to transport supplies free. The committee 
has also communicated with the authorities 
of Sioux City, Sioux Falls, and other towns 
in the neighborhood, inquiring what meas- 
ures had been taken for the relief of the dis- 
tressed settlers.“ | :

THE INVALID WIFE OF ALD. FONDA 
ATTEMPTS SUICIDE BY POISON. 


She Bids Her Husband Good-By and 
Swallows Carbolic Acid—He Forces 
Olive Oi! Down Her Throat and She 
Will Probabiy Recover A family His- 

* tory, a Letter, and Dr. Fonda’s Part- 
ner Each Play a Part in the Affair. 


Ald. D. B. Fonda is a well-known druggist 
in Jefferson, one of Chicago’s recently an- 
nexed suburbs. His partner is Dr. Moore. 
The Alderman is an old man witha long 
gray beard. He has been in politics for 
years, and at one time was Superintendent 
of the Cook County Insane Asylum and 
since annexation has-been a member of the 
City Council, so that nearly every man, 
woman, and child in the northwestern part 
of the present City of Chicago knows him. 

Yesterday morning Dr. Fonda was awak- 
ened by his wife entering his room. For 
years she has been suffering from a paralytic 
stroke, and her appearance in his room at 
that hour startied him. 

For Heaven's sake, what's the matter?” 
he cried. 

“Doctor, good bx,“ said the invalid, Then 
she raised a glass to her mouth and swalk 
lowed the contents, Dr. Fonda jumped from 
the bed, ran to his coachman, and ordered 
him to rua for Dr. Moore. Then he asked 
Mrs. Fonda’s nurse what his wife had taken. 
The nurse said she had no idea unless it was 
carbolic acid. 

. AN ANTIDOTE AT HAN UO. 

Instantly the Alaerman thought of a rem- 
edy. His familiarity with drugs and poisons 
told him that prompt action was necessary. 
He hastily secured a pint of olive oil that 
happened to be in the house. Mrs. Fonda 
was already in terrible pain and there were 
great red burns on her lips. 

Raising his dying wife’s head Dr. Fonda 
poured the oil down her throat. She choked 
and feebly tried not to swallow the liquid. 
Slowly the oil disappeared until the entire 
pint had been taken. The result was appar- 
ent. Within a few minutes the pains be- 
came less severe. Then the doctor arrived. 
It was a serious case. Carbolie acid is one 
of the most dangerous of poisous and every 
known antidote was given the Alderman’s 
wife. For hours they watched over ber and 
by noon she was out of danger, Mrs. Fonda 
is about 60 years of age and is a lady of 
culture and refinement. 

DR. BONDA’S STORY. 

When asked about the tragic affair Dr. 
Fonda did not attempt to deny it. 

It is a terrible thing,” he said, “and 1 
would rather not talk about it; but the story 
being out I may as well relate the facts.” 

The doctor was suffering terribly from tlie 
shock. He was extremely nervous, and it 
was almost impossibié for him to keep the 
thread of his story. 

It s all on account of the outrageous con- 
duct of my partner, Dr. Moore,” he said, 
“and brings out a strange story of family 
history. In the first place it is neces 
sary to say that I was raised in 
New York State. I nad an elder brother, 
but I never saw him. He left home before I 
was born and never came back. In fact, we 
never heard from him, and for nearly fifty 
years he was as dead to us all. Recently I 
located him, or ratner I located his family, 
for he died in 1871. He left a widow and 
three daughters in Northfield, Minn. Nat- 
urally I had been corresponding with them, 
and one of the daughters seemed to take a 
fancy to me, although I never saw her and 
she never saw me. Her letters were inter- 
esting and full of apparent affection. I felt 
an interest in the family, and always wrote 
in the same affectionaté manner. Sunday I 


answered one of my riece’s letters, and in it 


said I hoped to be able to run up and see 
them during Novemper. 


DR. MOORE’S ACT. 


This letter I handed to my partner, Dr. 


Moore, who was going to the post-office, and 


| asked him to mail it. Instead he sent it to 


Mrs. Fonda. It was a contemptible trick. 
My wife fas been an invalid for some years, 
and she is not as familiar with my affairs as 
she otherwise would be. There was noth- 
ing improper in the letter, but it had an 
affectionate turn, and not recognizing the 
address on the envelope my wife naturally 
thought it was some woman to whom I had 
given my affections. Ali night long she wor- 
ried over the letter and then resolved totake 
her life. The rest you know. 

“Have you seen Dr. Moore since you 
learned of his action!“ 

“Yes, he came down-town on the same 
train that Idid. I was afraid to trust my- 
self. The thought filled me that I should kill 
him. It seemed to take possession of me, 
and I was almost bound by its spell: but 1 
broke away from.it and went into another 
car.“ ' 

The old doctor’s eyes shone fire as he spoke 
of his partner, and it is probable that at least 
the drug firm of Fonda & Moore will be dis- 
solved at once. Bos 

At last accounts it was believed that Mrs. 
Fonda would recover. 


SWINDLED AND PLACED IN A MADHOUSE. 


Story of a Young Swede, Just Released 
from a Lunatic Asylum. 

LOGANSPORT, Ind., Oct. 28.—[Special.] —Dr. 
Rogers, medical superintendent at Long Cliff 
Insane Asylum in this city, has discharged a 
patient who was recently brought from La 
Porte County and confined in the asylum. 
The patient is a young Swede who cannot 
speak a word of English. His demeanor was

| FAILURE OF THE ABILENE (KAS) BANK. 


Forced to Close Its Doors Because of In- 
ability to Realize—lts Condition, 


substantial institutions in tne. State, closed 
its doors today. The building was besieged 
at 9 o’clock, but 4 postea notice informed de- 
positors that temporaiy suspension had be- 
come necessary. The bank was a private in- 
stitution owned by Mayor C. H. Lebold and 
Col. J. M. Fisher. It was organized in 1870 
and has done an immense loan and discount 
business. Recently it has rediscounted a 
large number of notes secured by mortgages 
on real 2 ese have not been 

and the bank has been called upon for the 
interest by the Eastern holders of the paper. 
The bank is secured by the real estate, lo- 
cated mostly in Western Kansas. Owing to 
the great depression in values this cannot be 
turned into cash, and the bank was com- 
pelled to suspend. 

The deposits amount to $207,000, all but 
$15,000 of which is owned by local firms and 
individuals. They have rediscounted notes 
for which they are responsible to the amount 
of $120,000. The total liabilities reach $400,- 
000. There is on hand but a small amount of 
cash and negotiable paper to meet this, but 
the proprietors claim to hold $600,000 worth 
of Kansas lands which cannot be at present 
disposed of. They ask the creditors to be 
patient, and promise that if they can have 
tame they cau pay every dollar they owe. 
The head of the firm, Mayor Lebold, is at 
present in Ohio. He will make a settlement 
upon his return. 

The firm organized two weeks ago the Le- 
bold-Fisher Loan and Trust company, think- 
ing thereby to carry the loans. This had 
among its directors Senator Ingalls, B. R. 
Abbe of Hartford, Conn., and H. B. Buck- 
waiter of West Chester, Pa. These gentle- 
men had been carrying the firm’s loans. 
The company has not been able to get under 
way and it will probably not go into business 
at all now. This evening a paper was circu- 
lated bearing the names of the other bank- 
ers and the leading business-men of the city 
declaring their sympathy with Messrs. Le- 
bold & Fisher and expressing the belief 
that tne tirm would eventually resume. This

AN EXHIBIT OF GOOD PICTURES, 


Paintings of L. C. Karle Shown Before the 
Artiat’s Removal to New York. 
A collection of paintings and water-color draw- 
‘ings by Lawrence C. Earle will be shown at 
Thurber’s Gallery today, previous to the de- 
parture of the artist for New York, where he is 
about to take up his residence. Seventeen oils 
and twenty-one water-colors are included, the 
subjects offering a wide range—landscapes, ani- 
mals, figures, and still hfé, Mr. Earle is a sym- 
pathetic student of Nature and life, and he loves 
to interpret their lighter phases, to convey a note 
of comedy, a dash of humor into his work. Thus 
he is particularly happy in the use of water- 
colors, which are admirably titted to convey 
the requisite delicacy and grace. The little 
outdoor sketches—like On the Sand at Winnet- 
ka and “A Day at the Old Wreck —are 
charming bits, touching with unerring truth the 
uncou ness ana eagerness of children at 
play, and setting the comedy of childhood poet- 
cally against the blue expanse of lake and sky. 
The character studi rawings of wornout 
and wrinkled old. men at labor or in idleness— 
are executed with brilliant audacity, the light- 
ness ana swiftness of the medium 
impaired. by over-elaboration, and yet never 
lapsing into mere sketchiness. Where all are 
good perhaps “The Book-Worm ' is best for its 
clearness and depth of color, and for the delicacy . 
of the suggestion it conveys of loving tenderness 
and content as the old man leans over his 
ponderous folio. ‘*The aggage-Smasher,”’ 
The Old Taxidermist,“ and others of Mr. Earle's 
old men are also thoroughly admirable. 

His women are “ee successful, perhaps—not 
so unquestionably joyously alive. ‘** Maud 
Muller“ does not fulüll her title, and we are no 
as sure of her existence as of this Dock Rat.“ 
“The Old-Fashioned Girl“ is attractive, beyond 
question. but hers is a charm of color and 
ot line. The artist bas given her a masterly set 
ting; those delicate greens with that dash of yel- 
low inthe flowers could scarcely be improved, 
and the textures are brilliantly handled. 

Of landscapes we have\,charming examples 
both in water-colors and oil. The artist usually 

prefers the sandy or marshy border of a lake or 
river, such as he shows us in the Marsh at Fox 
Lake and the Lake Shore at Winnetka.” 
“ Ni rsink Point was shown and admired at 
the Exposition, but others deserve equal prom- 
inence, especially that softly toned * Evening at 
Fox Lake,” with its brownish green trees and 
its still waters. Fox Lake is rich in fine sug- 
4 to Mr. Earie's artistic sense, and he 
ds beautiful color-harmonies along its borders. 
“ Disappointment’’ is a return to the canine 
world where this artist was formerly so much at 
bome. It is an admirable study of an Irish set- 
ter watching the bird which is escaping his 
point.“ The alert attittude of the dog, whose 
feeling we catch in the expression of his uplifted 
ears, although his face is turned from us, is ad- 
mirable. The foreshortened figure is faithfully 
drawn, and although the artist misses his color 
values a trifle by giving the dog's head and tail 
‘| the same intensity e picture is full of life, 
clever in composition, and delightful in action. 
It isa pity Mr. Earle has grown faithless to his 
dogs. A truthful little Study of a Cow shows 
— other portions of the animal kingdom allure 
m. 


But humanity allures him more. Life's First 
Entanglement” is the la canvas on the 
walls, and it shows a woman unraveling a bopy's 
fish-line as they stand on the deck of an old 
wreck, while a little girl is peering through a 
hole in the floor. The picture is full of sun light, 
which shines on the draperies and sand and tim- 

, and glows over the blue waters of the lake. 
Mr. Earle has never interpreted water and air 
more truthfully than here. One feels a certain 
triviality in the subject scarcely suited to so 
la a canvas and a lack of balance in the com- 
position, the pose of tne principal figure being 
scarcely happy. Yet the picture has many strong 
ints, technical excellences which only need a 
deeper infusion of the instinct for color and 
grouping. “ Fourth of July in the Country” isa 
charming study of children at play, and They 
Also Serve Who Only Stand and Wait is a _ 
thetic little. glimpse of a child at work. “The 
Farmers Boy is anether good th and 
„Watch the Gulls” must not be forgotten. 

“The Fishmarkot’ is a clever study of fish,

BETTER OBSERVANCE OF SUNDAY. 


The Congregational Club Thinks There Is 
Not Rest Enough, 

The Congregatiénal Club banqueted last night 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel. About 200 guests 
were present. It was physicians’ night, and 
after the menu had been discussed Dr. H. M. 
Hobart presented a paper entitled * What More 
Can the Church Do to Relieve the Pnysical Ills 
of Life““ The doctor thought one of the best 
aids of a physical uplifting of the lower classes 
is the mission Sunday-school. Along with 
Christianity come improved ideas on the 
subjects of morality and cleanliness. Among the 
higher classes, continued the doctor, the church 
has a work todo. Many physical ailments are 
traceable to the requirements of society. Late 
hours, overheated rooms, irregular times of ent- 

„Hund unnatural excitement, long continued, 
ali aid in swelling the doctor's bill. The church 
should recoguize the fact that she is required to. 
look after the welfare of the body as well as the 
soul. 

Dr. C. W. Earle followed in an endeavor to 
demonstrate how we can secure codperation be- 
tween Christian physicians and Christian minis- 
ters and teachers. e believed there would be 
far more harmony between churchmen and doc- 
tors if religious editors would abstain from puff- 
ing and advertising quack medicines. “ What 
we want,” he said, is to have all Chris- 
tians on the side of rational. and scientific 
medicines. Doctors should be allowed to de- 

boasters and impostors in 

and should have .- the 

support of the religious press instead of its oppo- 

sition. Dr. J. H. Hollister spoke of the doctor's 

Sunday. and stated that every physician could 

have his Sabbath unaisturbed if he would in- 

form patients that only urgent cases could be at- 

tended to Sunday. Physicians should have their 

time for worship, and it is their own fault ut they 
do not. 3 

In the general discussion that followed K. A. 
Burnell attacked Dr. Earle and the physicians 
generally because they abstain from making war 
on tobacco. This statement aroused the ire 
of the medical men present, and one after an- 
other they arose to y the charge of inactivity 
in this direction. They claim to be doing all 
they can to abate the evils of the habit. The 
following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

„ Pesolned, That we, the members offthe Chicago 
Congregational Club, heartily favor a better ob- 
servance of the Sabbath. We hold that it is the 
right of 2 man to have one day in seven for 
rest and public worship, and we rejoice at the 
present widespread interest in behalf of a 
Sabbath free from all unnecessary labor, 
and particularily from the terrible 
effects of the open saloon. We pledge to the 
Mayor and those associated with him in authority 
our cordial support of all proper efforts in behalt 
of Sunday closing, and hereby express our be 
lief that the public officer who shall have the 
courage to lead in this great reform will receive 
aaequate public support.”

Mark Crawford, however, has the most 
compact organization and be is likely to benefit 
most from the scattering of the strength of other 
candidates. McCarthy of Lemont bas no earth- 
ly show, though he seems to think he has.

WHAT IS MEANT BY “THE CITY?” 

Corporation Counsel Hutchinson has addressed 
a letter to the Election Commissioners, asking 
for their decision as to the meaning of the con- 
stitutional provision which requires that ten 
members of the County Board shall be elected 
from the City of Chicago and five from the towns 
of Cook County outside of said city. Mr. Hutch- 
inson wishes to know whether the City of Chica- 
go meant the city as it then existed,.or the city, 
whatever its boundaries might be in the future. 
Mr. Hutebiuson expected an answer to his ques- 
tion in time for today’s convention, but the Eleéc- 
tion Commissioners have decided not to discuss 
the subject until Wednesday. Then there will 
be a talk over it. The general impression is that 
by the city in the article of the Constitution re- 
ferred to is meant the city as it stands now—the 
enlarged city. This is the opinion of County At- 
torney Bliss and other good lawyers. But, say 
the opponents of this view, should the city lines 
be again extended so as to take in all the county 
except a few townships what ther? Would the 
few townships have. five Commissioners? And 
suppose the city was made coterminous with 
the county would the county have only ten Com- 
missioners? And should annexation be declared 
void will not the county, if the Republican city 
ticket 1s elected. have seven of the fifteen Com- 
missioners? Thoseare the conundrums on which 
the Commissionérs are to pass.

The following changes in election judges were 
made by the County Board yesterday: In the 
Town of Maine, First Precinct, Louis Poyer 
was added to the list. as published. and in the 
Second Precinct A. H. Jones was added.

AN APPEAL FOR BETTER DIVORCE LAWS. 


A Mass-Meeting at Philadelphia Called by 
the National Reform Association. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. Under the 
leadership of the Nationa! Reform Association 
a public meeting to discuss a needed reformation 
of the divorce laws in the United States was 
called together this afternoon in Association 
Hall. The call for the meeting was signed 
by Felix R. Brunot of Pittsburg, the President 


of the Nationa! Reform Association. This body 
has been organized to promote the influence of 
Christianity in the government of this country. 
The National Reform Association urges all clergy- 
men to impart sound instruction from the pulpit 
in the moral laws underlying the family relation, 
and calls upon them to refuse to unite in mar- 
riage one or more persons who have been G- 
vorced upon other than scriptural grounds. 
Ministers are also urged to join in petitions 
and other manifestations to bring influence to 
bear on Congress to secure the enactment of a 
national marriage and divorce law that will 
eradicate the evils which now exist. N 
Bishop Foss opened the meeting with a short 
devotional exercise. after which Judge M. Rus- 
sell Thayer stated the odject of the meeting. 
Juage Wilson and Rev. T. J. Beckley delivered 
beri» addresses, calling attention to 
the startling statistics contained: in the 
report to Congress of Carroll D. 
Wright of the Department of Labor at 
Washington, which showed that nearly one-third 
of a million divorces had been granted in the 
United States within twenty years, and that 
there were forty-six different sets ‘of laws relat- 
ing to marriage and divorce now in operation,

She is no fonger a 
spring chicken. The groom has sown his 
wild oats, stopped gambling and reformed, it 
is said, and indeed has reached a iod 
where he probably does not care much for 
“ oats,”? wild or tame, anyway. So the mar- 
riage will turn out probably just as agreeable 
as any of these investments of American 
heiresses in European tities. If they could 
get the title witnout having to take the man 
it would be much better, but that being out 
of the question the next best thing is to pay 
off his gambling debts, wear the title, ang 
support the man. 

The next investment of the kind to be don 
summated is that of Miss Mary Gwendoline 
Caldwell to Prince Murat, but in this case 
she has notified the General that she will 
dress him and pay his club dues but he can 
never have the handling of a cent ot the 
principal. She gets her title much cheaper 
than Miss Huntington, and it is just as good 
a one. Both gentlemen have reached an age 
where the wild oats have become a burden, 
and both will be satisfied with being supported 
and probably behave themselves as well as 
such old campaigners who have passed the

HOW TO GET A “ HIGH-WATER” PLANT, 
The private-snap organ announces that it 
at last sees the advisability of the city hav- 
ing a high-water plant. It has even gone so 
far into the subject as to think of the way in 
which it may be had. It threw out the yo" 
gestion last week that at the beginning of 
next year there will be a surplus of about a 
million dollars in the water fund, which can 


de used as a starter for a high-water system. 


lt assumes that the expenses of finishing the 
new tunnel will be met from nowon by the 
surplus earnings of the water fund and that 
the million it speaks of. can be vsed with 
safety. 

Sunday it published the ota of ox.Mayor 
Roche for making a beginning at a plant. It 
commends his scheme highly and says it is 
far superior to that of the cOmprebensive 
Dixon plan. 80 far as it goes Mr. Roche’s 
plan is praiseworthy, but it is rather a model 
to show the exceilences of a high-water 
plant than the plant itself. It contemplates 
taking from the water fund the money néed- 
ed for engines and drinking water extension 
expenses, and proposes to detray the cost of 
a few miles of pipe and the expense of laying 


it by having property-owners adyarfbe the 


money—half a million ne thinks could oe se- 
cured in this way—and then having the ad- 
vance credited on the water bills. It will be 


seen that, like Ald. Dixon, Mr. Roche has in 


view the employment of private capital, and 
in this case the private-suap organ 


dees not find it unconstitutional or pri- 


vate snappish. The defect with it, how- 
ever, is that it is impracticable, for to 
be successful there must be a harmony of 
agreement on the part of widely scattered 
property-owners which it will be impossible 


to secure. But, assuming that it would work, 


the ex-Mayor anticipates that in ten years 
there might be a high-water service covering 
the territory bétween Tweifth, Halsted, Chi- 
cago avenue, and the lake. 

But what the city needs is a plan which in 
a quarter of that time shall cover the terri- 
tory from Twenty-second to Chicago avenue 
and Halsted to the lake. That which the 
city needs is to secure at the earliest possi- 
ble moment the protection of the business 
heart of Chicago against a conflagration, 
which, if general, would be a paralyzing 
blow to the city, and to abolish in great part 
the smoke nuisance within the business dis- 
trict, where most of the smoke is created. 
By Mr. Roche’s plan a small plant covering a 
few blocks would be in operation in three 
years or so. It would be an excellent object 
lesson, but not much more. 

The private-snap organ contemplates the 
use to a greater or lesser degree of the water- 
fund surplus. It is not clear that that can 
be done with safety. The expenses of the 
water fund were last year $162,000 greater 
than the receipts. The new tunnel is yet 
far from finished, and when it is the present 
old one will have to be extended two miles 
out into the lake. There was paid out las 
year for the extension of water mains $403, - 
000. The sum wil be much greater henve- 
forth owing to the needs of the hundred 
square miles of annexed territory, whose in- 
habitants have been promised pure water 
and plenty of it. It is not safe to say, 


therefore, that the present surplus will |} 


not ail be needed. It is, however, idle to dis- 
cuss that at present, for the Council has 
called on the city authorities—Mayor, Com- 
missioner of Public Works, and Water Office 
Superintendent—to report whether the 
money for the construcuon of a higu-water 
plant can be drawn from the water fund. 
That report when it comes will bristle with 
figures and ought to settle the question. Till 
it does come the discussion of this plan is a 
waste of time. 

But while waiting for this report the pri- 
vate-snap concern might profitably devote 
some of its space to explaining to its readers 
just what the Dixon pian for the utilization 
of private capitalis. It has abused and mis- 
represented it, but has never stated it. It 
has sought to create the impression that 
works constructed under it would be, as in 
the Hepburn “ private-snap” scheme, in the 
hands of private individuals who would fix 
and collect rates. To have published the 
Dixon plan would have been to show the 
falsity of that insinuation. It has taiked 
aboutits unconstitutionality but has never 
nad the honesty to print that law, which pro- 
vides:

This is due to the fact 
that in New York a complete new registra- 
tion is required every year, the names not 
being carried on the books for four years as 
here, and as the approaching election, in spite 
of the fight making against Tammany, is ap- 
parently not an exciting one, tens of thou- 
sands did not think it worth their while to 
register.

The Indianapolis Independent advances a 
strong argument in the matter of the locality 
of the World's Fair of 1802 when it days: 
“If the object of the World’s Fair is to 
benefit this country by making European 
and other foreign capitalists acquainted with 
our wonderful resources we fail to see how 
it will avai) by locating it in a seaboard city 
stuck on the outer edge of the United States.”’ 
It makes a mistake, however, when it incau- 
tiously adds: Far more money would be 
left in this country by foreign visitors by 
their coming to Chicago or St. Louis, and 
then they could really have an opportunity 
of seeing something of the United States.“ 

Had the Independent confined its recom- 
mendation to Chicago its argument would 
have been stronger. The inclusion of St. 
Louis was probably a slip of the pen or in- 
tended as a compliment to please vanity. 
lf it should happen that St. Louis were 
selected the Independent must know that 
the Fair would have to de closed 
for reasons of heat and health from 
about the 20th of June to the 20th of Septem- 
ber, which would eliminate the ninety best 
paying days in the whole year, for that is 
‘he favorte vacation period the civilized 
world oyer, It is the time that would nat- 
urally be chose n, not alone by foreigners but 
by people at the East, the West, and the 
South, to visit the Fair; consequently a place 
must be selected where the climate would 
be agreeabie and healthy during those ninety 
days. Now, every one knows that from the 
latter part of June to past the middle of Sep- 
tember St. Louis is a burning, scorching, 
sweitering furnace, swept by the south west- 
ern sirocco, aud with no cool breezes at 


night to mitigate the torrid heat of the day. 


It is a common saying of the St. Louis pa- 
pers that the city is deserted in summer. 
Every one who can get away flies 
from it to cooler and healthier regions. 
Its well-to-do people in summer are to be 
found up North, around the great lakes, 
among the Eastern mountains, or by the sea 
shore, and large numbers of them come to 
Chicago to enjoy its pleasant coolness and to 
get the malaria out of their systems, One of 
the St. Louis papers is appealing to South- 
ern sectional prejudices to secure the votes in 
Congress of that section, but should they 
succeed in doing so they know well enough 
that the Southerners cauld not be prevailed 
upon to go there to the Fair in summer.

Commercial union some timeago John W. 
Foster, a to Mexico, said in * 
speech: ‘ 

The late lamented and e ede citizen of 
New York. President Arthur, initiated a policy of 
commercial reciprocity which, if it had been ov- 
portunely seconded by Congress, would today 
have placed usin almost complete commercial 
control of the Countries and islands to the south 
ot as. The legislative conduct of Congress has 
been strangely incomprehensible. It created 
sent to Central and South America a 
commerical commission to investigate the 
best methods of developing more in- 
timate trade relations with those countries, 
and then treated its most important rec- 
ommendations with neglect. It authorized 
the President to negotiate a commercial treaty 
with our neighbor-—Mexico—and then refused to 
put into opera the work of its own creation; 
and now, wito a disregard for its own consistency, 
it has directed the President to convoke a con- 
gress of American States with a view of inaugu- 
rating a po . more intimate commercial in- 
terchange! [Laughter,] lf that august convo 
cution—or rather, it has been earnestly desired 
that that august convocation should inaugurate 
a new era of fraternal relations and commercial 
2 between the nations of this continent, 

ut if it does not fail in attaining its greatest ob- 
jects the Congress of the United States must 
radically reform its conduct. 


What Mr. Foster says about the failure to 
ratify the treaty with Mexico which Gen. 
Grant secured according to special direction 


of Congress is just. But Mr. Foster is rather 


reckless in upbraiding Congress for the re- 
fusal to ratify the treaty with Spain which 
he negotiated during Arthur’s Administra- 
tion. That treaty would have resulted in 
lowering the tariffs in the Spanish West In- 
dies on American breadstuffs and other prod- 
ucts about five or six millions a year and 
would have benefited this country to that 
extent, but would have cost the United 
States about $50,000,000 in the loss of the rev- 
enues from sugar, tobacco, and other Cuban 
and Porto Rican products which were to be 
admitted free. In other words, in order to 
get one dollar Mr. Foster proposed to throw 
away ten. It was believed, too, that by 
means ot a tax on planters the local authori- 
ties in Cuba could reimpose the tax which 
the United States remitted and gather it 
into the Treasury of Cuba and thence send it 
to Spain. The Spanish diplomats completely 
outwitted the American representatives, but 
fortunately Congress never thought seriously 
of ratifying the Foster treaty.

Tun Philadelphia Bulletin says: 


A bill which, while observ the principle of 
protection in all its parts, shall remove from the 
tariff schedules all protection that is superfluous 
or inequitable, and which shall remove the in- 
ternal revenue tax on whisky or tobacco, or both, 
would at once extinguish the surplus. 


The internal revenue now amounts to 8190, 
000,000, and if repealed it would not only 
wipe out the Treasury surplus of $50,000,000, 
but leave a deficit of $80,000,000 a year. The 
Treasury would, of course, have to stop pay- 
ments into the sinking fund for the reduc- 
tion of the debt, but after that was done and 
a saving of $47,000,000 effected there would 
still be a shortage of $33,000,000. What 
economies could be practiced or new taxes 


laid to make this good? By stopping appro- 


priations for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors the deficiency cauld be re- 
duced $12,000,000 and about as much more 
might be saved by cutting off all further ex- 
penditures for building a new navy. 
This would reduce the amount of shortage to 
$10,000,000 a year, but $12,000,000 of pension 
deficiency will have to be added this winter, 
increasing the deficiency to $22,000,000. By 
increasing ‘letter postage to three cents and 
restoring the tax of five ts a pound on 
coffee the Government would be able to make 
its books balance. Butin all probability the 
Dependent Pension bill will pass Congress 
this winter and will call for about $30,000,000 
a year. In that event Congress would have 
to restoré the tax on tea, which would yield, 
say, $8,000,000, and by increasing the sugar 
tax one or one and one-half cents a pound 
could get $22,000,000 more and balance the 
accounts. These would be the policies nec- 
essary to make good the loss caused by re- 
pealing the tax on whisky and tobacco. To

Mrs. Sophia (Upham) Winniett. 

When Sir Francis Nicholson made the final 
capture of Port Royal in October, 1710, a young 
volunteer, a Prenchman by birth and a Huguenot 
by religious education, who had accompanied 
him from London, was the officer called upon to 
set the first guard in the captured town. This 
young man's name was William Winniett, the 
great grandfather of the husband of Mrs. Sophia 
Winniett. Joseph Winniett, bis son, married 
Mary Dyson, by whom he had William Winnaiett, 
who was the father of Susan Winniett. who mar 
ried the Rev. J. T. Twining of Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, Chuplain of the British forces in Canada, 
and the grandmother of E. H. Twining of Chi- 
cago; of Alexander, husband of the 
2 and of Sir William Wolsley Winniett, 
R. N., who died while Governor of the Cape 
Coast Colonies in Africa a few years ago. This 
is the oldest English-speaking fumily in the Do- 
Mmmion ef Canada, and the daughter and surviv- 
in jid of the deceased is the only person now 
in Nova Scotia who bears the name. Paternally 
the late Mrs. Winniett is of American Loyalist 
descent, ber father having himselt been a Loyal- 
ist. In 1788he migrated from his old colonial 
home over the border. at the glose of the Revolu- 
tionary War, in which he served against the rev- 
olutionists, to New Brunswick, in which prov- 
ines he afterwards lived and died, leaving a fam- 
* ot whom Sophia, the deceased lady, was one 
of the youngest.

He has 
two sons at present engaged in the coffee 
business with him. Mr. O' Donohue’s reputa- 
tion as an old trader causes his word to carry 
much weight generally in the trade.
